remainder of the act or the application of the prov ision to other

persons or circumstances is not affected.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1107. Sections 402 through 409 of this act
constitute a new chapter in Title 28A RCW."

Renumber the remaining sections consecutively and correct any

internal references accordingly.

EFFECT. Establishes a process for a local school board to
create Innovation Schools or groups of schools call ed an
Innovation School Zone. Encourages Required Action districts to
implement Innovation Schools in their persistently lowest-
performing schools, as long as the Innovation Schoo | Plan meets
the requirements of a federal innovation model for receipt of
federal school improvement funds.

*  Outlines various elements of an Innovation School or School
Zone plan, which include a list of any state laws o r rules
that the school wants to have waived in order to im plement the
plan.

* Once a plan is approved by the school board, autho rizes the
board to request designation by the State Board of Education

as an Innovation School District.
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» If the SBE approves the designation, requires the SPI and the

SBE, within their statutory authority, to waive any rules or
procedures that are included in an approved plan.

* Requires the SPI to waive any of a series of speci fied laws
that are included in an approved plan, as long as t he walivers
only apply to the schools in the plan, and only to the extent
the waiver is a part of the plan.

» Allows most of the key laws in the school code to be waived,
including teacher evaluation and hiring laws, salar ies,
requirements to hire only certified staff, minimum hours of
instruction and length of the school year, and othe rs.

» Prohibits waiver of a number of laws: those perta ining to
civil rights, health and safety; statewide assessme nts and
accountability; allocations of state funding; schoo | district
budgeting and accounting; legal and financial audit s; laws

pertaining to school construction and bonds.

Provides that future collective bargaining agree ments must contain
a provision allowing the employees of an Innovation School or an
Innovation School Zone to opt out of the collective bargaining

agreement by a majority vote.
